City, who travel upon excursion tickets 
but are entitled to free transportation 
to Gettysburg, have the privilege of a 
stop-over at Harrisburg. and to them, 
upon request, orders for transporta- 
tion from Harrisburg to Gettysburg 
and return to Harrisburg will be 
given. The time limit of ticket, how- 
ever, cannot be exceeded.

The origin of the rod, pole or perch 


as a lineal and superficial measure 
has been traced to the rod, pole or 
goad used to urge and direct a team 
of oxen pulling a plow.
